JOS. L. BURNS: “I would like to 
speak in regard to fads and frills, and 
with reference to these special sub- 
jects referred to, I have taken the 
time for the past week to look into 
the kindergarten, and ‘into cooking, 
and -in order to understand the real 
value of the kindergarten, it is nec- 
essary to have done this, and no one 
disputes, after he has seen the kin- 
dergarten, its real value. It was 
founded. over 60 years ago by a man 
of the most beautiful character, a 
man by the name of Froebel, who de- 
voted 50 years of his life to the chil- 
dren. He was ridiculed, but for 50 
years he continued in his teaching 
of children, the so-called infants, and 


' when he died he left his legacy to his 
' faithful wife, and I am glad to say 


that the kindergarten is taught in 
France, Belgium, England, and Hol- 
land, and I have come to the conclu- 
sion that the kindergarten is the 


| proper beginning of the subsequent 


education of children. When I was 
looking up these statistics with regard 
to the expenditures, I think we can 
easily justify all that is spent for this 
great benefit to the rising children. 
In the city of Boston $154,840 was 
spent in the education of these chil- 
dren under 5 years last year, and 
when I was reading the report it gave

“Don’t let us retrench on the im- 
portant fundamental principles of ed- 
ucation, I am willing to back my 
opinions against those of any man 
in the hall, and I believe that we can 
reverently trust to the authority of 
Froebel who said that the theory 
of educating the children by begin- 
ning with. their muscular emotion, is 
the logical one. 

“IT believe the gentleman. who has 
just preceded me wishes to abolish 
cooking in the schools: Cooking is 
an important part of a girl’s educa- 
tion because it includes her admission 
to the family. It is a relation in- 
volved in the highest and most im- 
portant activities. You say that your 
kitchens at home are the places for 
girls to learn cooking, but it is a well 
known fact that our modern mothers 
are too busy to teach cooking to their 
little girls. But the cooking school 
teaches more than cooking, it teaches 
them that a flame at a certain point 
will heat for any length of time with- 
out reaching the boiling point, and 
this is called the combustion and 
economy of fuel, and this is one of 
the things we get from our cooking

“Note these figures—Andover, 6632 
population, 1211 pupils, for teachers’ 
expense $27,460; for total expense 
$37,650. Not a single town in this 
entire Commonwealth with a like 
number of pupils and population ap- 
proaches the town of Andover in ex- 
pense of maintaining schools. 

“Let us get closer in the compar- 
ison and with greater detail examine 
two towns almost identical in schol- 
ars and population, Whitman and 
Andover. Cost per pupil in Andover 
Schools is $34.40; in Whitman $29.22. 
The special teachers in Whitman call 
for an expenditure of $920.00; in An- 
dover $3975.00. The cost per $1000

“J, ask you, fellow citizens, whether 
the results warrant this difference 
in cost? Mr. Moderator, far be it 
from me to criticize the teachers who 
prepare the boy and young man for 
his life work. I want to say at this 
very moment that I don’t want a sin- 
gle teacher in this town cut in her 
pay because of this call for economy. 
But I do think it is possible for us 
to take $2500 out of the fads and 
frills that have multiplied in our 
schools. I am _ having experience, 
every business man in town is hav- 
ing experience with the boys and 
girls who have gone through the 
public schools, and today there isn’t 
one of them who can spell, or write, 
or add up a column of figures as you 
and I were taught to do when we 
were in school. 

“Now these fads and frills have 
been expensive in more ways than 
one, because of the time they have 
taken, as well as the money they 
have cost. Now, Mr. Moderator, I 
want to make a motion to amend the

in schools. I think that the purpose 
of the cooking school is to teach the 
girls habits of accuracy, and neatness, 
and to give them a moral stimulus. 
The modern educators believe that 
cooking and manual training are 
good things, I think, we ought 
to submit to their authority, and if 
we are going to retrench, let us hit 
on the proper place. I am not in 
favor of paying bigger salaries, and 
I think it is time there was retrench- 
ment, in its proper place. Our aver- 
age salary of $57.53 per month is less 
than in some other towns. In Ham- 
ilton, they pay an average of $63.65 
per month. In Lynn $64.26, in Man- 
chester $68.50, in Nahant $64.50, and 
in Swampscott $65.42. 

“Gentlemen, | don’t think we want 
to cut out cooking and kindergarten, 
because it prepares the children bet- 
ter for the higher grades, and I con- 
tend it is the proper foundation for 
the education of children.” 


Mr. STONE: “Perhaps it will not 
be especially difficult to reply to the 
gentleman who spoke previously. 
A recent issue of the Townsman con- 
tained a statement signed by “Old 
Fogy”. He said that in 1899 the cost 
was $25,000; in 1909, $39,000. In 1899 
we had no high school, then we had 
only an average membership of 908, 
today we have an average of 1187; 
then we had no transportation, then 
we had no Sam’l C. Jackson School, 
then we had no manual training—all 
those different items will largely 
account for the difference in the rec- 
ommendations which the school com- 
mittee make. 

“Now in reference to this recom- 
mendation which the School Commit- 
mittee makes. In 1907, there was a 
balance due the School Physician of 
In 1908 there was a balance due 
of $200, and this year we ask for that 
$200. 

“Now we have a supervisor of 
manual training, salary $300, and 
gradually we have increased the. sal- 
aries of teachers. There are 46 teach- 
ers, and if each teacher is to receive 
but $0.62 per week, parents who are 
sacrificing themselves to send their 
children through Normal School, and 
when they graduate from Normal 
School, all they get is $400 oe 
to $450 for 4, 5, 6, or 7 years. ow, 
I don’t think that is an incentive to 
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a teacher, on the contrary it seems 
to me to be discouraging. Perhaps 
the citizens that have wished the kin- . 
dergarten abolished will be interested 
to know that there is a bill pending 
in the legislature to legally enforce , 
kindergartens in towns of 10,000 pop- ' 
ulation,.and behind this bill there are , 
such men as Pres. Eliot, who say | 
that the child trained in the kinder- 
garten is better trained in every way | 
for the next higher grade, than the | 
child who receives no kindergarten | 
training.” 

Mr. Cole asked for the floor for a 
question but Mr. Stone refused. 

Continuing Mr. STONE & said: 
“What citizen is there who would 
wish to deprive the parent of the joy 
of seeing what. his little child has 
made with his own hands, or the child 
of showing his own handiwork?” 


Judge Cann asked privilege of ask- 
ing Mr. Stone a question. Mr. Stone 
refused and Judge Cann retorted, “I 
thank the gentleman for his cour- 
tesy.” 


Resuming Mr. STONE said: “The 
kindergarten is of value in that it 
trains the child’s memory, teaches 
him to observe, and concentrates his 
mind. Those three things are ex- 
tremely essential. Now, as to cook- 
ing and sewing, the stock argument 
is, of course, that our parents can 
teach their children, so that we don’t 
need a supervisor of cooking and 
sewing. Unfortunately, this is not 
so. There are a great many parents 
who have not time to spend, and so 
the only training that their girls can 
get is at the public schools. And 
in a matter so important as cooking, 
it would be wicked to deprive them | 
of-a chance to learn along this line. 
Then another argument that I have | 
heard is that there isn’t a girl in the 
8th or oth grade that can make a pie | 
or a doughnut, or bake a loaf of 
bread that is fit to eat, consequently, 
we should abolish cooking. We might 
as well say if a boy cannot spell, 
abolish spelling; if he can’t figure, | 
abolish mathematics; if he can’t | 
read, abolish reading; so it seéms to 
me...And. now if the town is going 
to vote to abolish kindergartens, 
manual training, and cooking, the 
town is taking a step backward, and 
one which it will regret.” 


Judge POOR: “I feel bound to rise 
to the defence of the mothers and 
wives of the town of Andover. I 
can’t believe that mothers have so 
far forgotten their duties as have been 
stated this afternoon. I won’t believe 
it. 1 want to call attention to one 
fact that adds to the indebtedness. 
There is a further sum of $3500 which 
must be paid by the Punchard School, 
so that our expenses are still greater 
by $3500 than has been shown.. It 
is human nature to desire more, but | 
Andover is not a mean paying town, 
but on the contrary. There are sev- 
eral towns that pay less. Take the 
county of Essex alone. There are 
five towns and cities which pay more 
than Andover, but in the county of 
Essex there are 30 odd towns and 
cities. There must be 25 more which 
pay less than Andover, but we hear 
nothing about them. Now, Mr. M 
erator, I think this movement to ca 
a halt in public expenditures is a wise 
one. It is wise to see whether we | 
have done just what we ought to do. 
in our public expenditures. I am 
sorry to say that experience shows 
that our scholars are not well; 
grounded in the old fashioned three | 
R’s. They have a little smattering 
of botany, geology, etc., which isn’t 
going to be of any great value to 
them when they get out in the world. 
I am sure it is safe to assert that 90 
per cent of them never go any fur- 
ther than the grammar school, and 
I think they ought to know, and 
know pretty well, the essential things, 
and I don’t believe it is wise to-put 
so many of these frills into the pub- 
lic schools.” 


Mr. COLE: “If the chairman of 
the Committee is now ready to an- 
swer a question, may I ask him if he 
has any knowledge of the beginning 
of the kindergarten in the town of 
Andover?” 

Mr. STONE: “I was not on the 
School Board at that time.” 


Mr. COLE: “I would like to ask 
if it is not possible to rearrange the 
present system so that two teachers 
can do the work?” 

Mr. STONE: “This has been look- 
ed into, and it is not, unless kinder- 
garten at Ballardvale is given up.” 


Mr. COLE: “Are there any kinder- 
garten methods in use in any of the 
other schools than those where spec- 
ial teachers are employed?” 


Mr. STONE: “There is an articu- 
lation method in use.” 


Mr. COLE: “I would like to ask 
if there aré any children in Frye Vil- 
lage who are taught by this method.” 


Mr. STONE: “The first grade 
teachers think that a child trained in 
the kindergarten is better trained 
than the child who has not been to 
the kindergarten.” 

Mr. COLE: “Won’t the gentleman 
answer my question, ‘Are not the 
children in the Richardson School in- 
structed in kindergarten methods by 
the regular teacher in the lower 
grade?’” ; 

Mr. STONE: “Miss Allen assists 
all of the teachers.” 

Mr. COLE: “Wouldn’t it be possi- 
ble to have a supervisor of all the 
primary teachers and thus secure kin- 
dergarten methods?” 

Mr. STONE: “It might be possi- 
ble, but it wouldn’t be practical.” 

Mr. COLE: “Do I understand you 
to say that the result in the Frye 
Village school isn’t practical?” 

Mr. STONE: “I think you under- 
stood me to say that the children are 
better trained who have been in the 
kindergarten.” 

Mr. COLE: “I didn’t understand 
you to say anything of the sort.” 

Mr. STONE: “I am not responsible 
for what you understand.” 

Mr. COLE: “I don’t ask you to be. 
I think you have enough to be re- 
sponsible for. May I ask the gentle- 
man:to advise me if there are as many 
pupils in attendance upon the kinder- 


garten today as there were five dears 
ago?” 

Mr. STONE: “During the present 
term there are over bo attending; 
there are 23 or 24 at Indian Ridge.” 

Mr. COLE: “Are there as many 
as formerly?” 

Mr. STONE: 
many more.” 


Mr. COLE: “Did I understand you 
to’say there were only 908 pupils in 
town in 1899?” 

Mr. STONE: “I presume you did, 
for that’s what I said.” 


Rev. M. W. STACKPOLE: “I 
don’t believe there is anyone who 
wants to cut down the salary of any 
regular teacher. We all know and 
some of us feel that there are some 
doubts as to whether cooking and 
similar special studies are equal in 
importance to reading, writing and 
arithmetic. But I don’t think it is 
for us here to go into a minute dis- 
cussion of kindergarten methods. It 
isn’t desirable either to cut down an 
appropriation so as to embarass the 
school committee, but if there is to 
be a calling of a halt, it should be in 
another direction than that which 
would cripple our school system.” 


Rev. F. R. SHIPMAN: “I read 
that article in the Townsman, and 
before I got half way through it, I 
came to the conclusion that an “old 
fogy” wrote it, and that the “old 
fogy” lived in the Townsman office.” 

Mr. COLE: “I will be pleased to 
have the gentleman call at the 
Townsman office so that I may show 
him the original manuscript, and he 
will find that it was not written by 
anybody in the Townsman office, but 
by one of the most respected citizens 
of our town.” 


Mr. SHIPMAN: “I withdraw the 
accusation, but not the appellation. 
I notice that when men’s children are 
about through with the schools they 
begin to attack the school system. 
Those whom we have heard: from 
this afternoon are either fathers 
whose children have finished with 
the~-public- schools, or grandfathers 
who have no grandchildren in An- 
dover. Of my two children, my little 
girl isn’t in school here because there 
weren’t enough fads and frills in the 


“Probably a great 


public schools, so she is at a private } 


school. If I had my way I would 
have the regular.course of study in 
the morning, and have the afternoon 
given over to fads and frills. As to 
writing and spelling, I have a class 
at the Old South Church, and I tell 
you, they can spell. I have burned 
up all my old compositions so I can- 
not examine them, but I think the 
writing of those boys would size up 
pretty well with yours and mine. I 
speak to any father here, does he 
want the kindergarten abolished? 
Perhaps they are not taught so well 
as they might be, but the teachers 
haven’t the time. Do you fathers of 
Ballardvale want the kindergarten 
abolished? Do you of Frye Village? 
Do you of Andover?” 


HENRY POVO: “What we want 
to do is to cut down expenses. It’s 
well enough for some of the people 
here to get up and say, keep on with 
the kindergartens, but why don’t they 
pay their taxes? It all comes out of 
the taxpayer.” 


Cc. W. CLARK: “We are here this 
afternoon to consider serious busi- 
ness, and it is right that we should 
here criticize the officers or the ex- 
penditure of money in public office. 
lt is also right and just to consider 
questions of policy as relating to the 
town’s best interests. We often say 
that figures do not lie, but in many 
cases figures can be misleading. Our 
attention has been called this after- 
noon to the fact that the town is 
spending more money than it can af- 
ford. We have here in Andover a 


| large territory. We have at present 


11 schools, 46 teachers. Have these 
other towns from which the figures 
have been taken, the same number of 
schools; have they the same number 
of teachers? Are they carrying on 
their school work similarly to what 
we are in Andover? 

“The motion before this meeting is 
to reduce the appropriation for the 
School Committee. The School 
Committee begins its work the first 
of September, and closes its work 
in the month of June, and do you 
mean to tell me that we can begin 
to carry on the school system if we 
now persist in reducing appropria- 
tions? I answer regardless of my 
position on the School Committee 
that it cannot be done. It has been 
looked into carefully, and keeping 
within the utmost limit to carry on 
the school system, the committee of 
15 who have considered this matter 
report that they would recommend 
an appropriation of $33,000 for this 
purpose. Now of this sum, $7,500 
practically is a fixed sum spent in 
transportation, coal, lighting and 
matters of that sort, so that the ques- 
tion for us is practically on $26,000. 
Suppose we reduce by cutting out 
our kindergarten, cooking, physical 
culture; all these teachers are en- 
gaged by the town until next year, 
their term of office does not expire 
until then, cut them off now and no 
one knows the trouble ahead. We 
all want to keep the tax rate as low 
as possible, but we don’t want to take 
it all out of the schools.” 

WILLIAM SHAW: “Mr. Modera- 
tor, will you read the motion and 
amendment?” 


Mr. STONE: “I move that the 
town appropriate $33,500.” 


Judge CANN: “I move that $32,000 
be appropriated. I want to pay my 
compliments to the esteemed gentle- 
man who. is chairman of the School 
Board, for my courteous treatment 
at his hands, and I want to say that 
I have no words in which to express 
my contempt for his manner. And 
I also want to say that I don’t de- 
mand or ask for any consideration at 
his hands. I have no desire to ham- 
per or detract or take away in any 
way from the schools in the amend- 
ment. I believe that the schools of 
Andover have commended themselves 
to the state at large. I further be- 
lieve that after consideration on the 
part of the selectmen, and we rely

, the committee of fifteen, the Fi- 

e Committee; recommended one 
thing, the Board of Selectmen an- 
other. This year we simply have a 
new phase of the matter. Because 
the selectmen said more last year 
they should be followed then, be- 
cause they say less now, they should 
be ignored. 

“Physical culture was one of the 
matters brought up this afternoon, 
and apropos of that, I heard a little 
story the other day. A young girl 
came home from school with a wand, 
which very much resembled a broom- 
stick, and she showed the same to her 
father, and said, if we exercise the 
wand on the right side, we develop 
the muscles on that side, and if we 
exercise the wand on the left side, 
we develop the muscles on that side. 
Yes, said her father, that’s very good, 
but if your teacher had only recom- 
mended that you have a broom corn 
on the end of that wand, and that 
you exercise it this way, it would 
have been just as effective for devel- 
opment, and just think how you 
would help your mother in her house- 
hold labors. ; 

“I certainly think more attention 
should be paid to the three R’s than 
is paid today.” 

Mr. COLE: “I believe I can better 
reach the end I am seeking in an- 
other way, so I withdraw my original 
motion.” 

Mr. SHAW: “The miotion before 
the house is an appropriation of 
$33,500 with an amendment of $32,- 
000. I think it is very unfortunate 
that this discussion should have 
opened upon the school question. 
Every man here is, or ought to be 
interested in the schools. The vast 
majority of the children of Andover 
do not get beyond the grammar 

rades, Only 10 per cent reach the 

igh School, and less than 5 per 
cent are ever graduated from High 
School. So they must get their edu- 
cation out of the public schools. 
You want it to be the best, you want 


it to be equal to that where-parents- 


can send their children to college, 
and because we are all sensitive on 
this point, I think it unfortunate that 
the discussion should have started 
where it did. We ought not to be 
swept off our feet by any emotional 
appeal. We want to look at it can- 
didly and calmly. As to physical 
culture in the first place, I don’t be- 
lieve Miss Maria Richardson even 
went to a normal school, but she had 
a birch stick that passed for physical 
culture in those days, and she knew 
how to teach for effective training. 

“I am in favor of dispensing with 
manual training, and if a boy feels 
that he must exercise, let him hie 
to the woodpile at home, and he will 
find there is no better exercise. And 
for the girls, instead of waving a 
wand, if they will help with the house- 
work at home, they will have plenty 
of physical culture. As for cooking, 
I am not so dead sure. I think there 
would be a lot better looking men in 
the hall this afternoon, they wouldn’t 
have had dyspepsia, if the girls had 
been taught to cook. Some of us 
eat too much, and others don’t eat 
the proper food, but anyway, I am 
not so dead sure about cutting out 
cooking. I want to remind you that 
the School Committee is a_ hard 
working body serving without pay, 
and they are not asking for one red 
cent for themselves. This is one 
board where there is no _ rake-off; 
not a single cent do they get from 
this town. Now while we are talk- 
ing of economy, I would say that 
I listened to a man the other day 
who had a great deal to do with the 
Boston Finance Commission, and he 
said that Boston is losing because 
of her excessive tax rate. Right here 
in Andover, I don’t believe there is 
as much building going on because 
of our increasing tax rate. If we get 
our tax rate up to an exorbitant 
figure, the town will lose by it. And 
I would say to the poll. tax payer, 
you are deeply involved, you are pay- 
ing your taxes in your rent. You are 
Paying to the man who owns your 
house; every man is interested in 
the town’s economies. 

“I think it would have been bet- 
ter if we had started with the town’s 
officers, for they have been multi- 
plied, and their expenses have also 
increased, and I don’t know that they 
are giving us any better service than 
the School Committee, and if every- 
body is going to shove the respon- 
sibility on to some one else, we won’t 
get anywhere. Let the School Com- 
mittee settle this at their meeting, 
and if there is a chance to cut the 
frills let them do so. I hope that we 
are going to vote our good common 
sense this afternoon.” 


W. A. TROW of the School Board: 
“We have contracted with our teach- 
ers for the year ending in June. That 
means that we have got now to pay 
them for two thirds of the year, or 
in other words you are expecting us 
to reduce $4500, because we can save 
only 1-3 of that amount, or the a- 
mount due from Sept. till June. I 
think this ought to be shown fully. 
There is another point, we are com- 
pelled by the State to have a school 
physician, and through the oversight 
of somebody in authority in the 
first place a sum of $200, only one- 
half was paid. The next year, the 
selectmen, thinking that the School 
Committee would take care of it, 
made no item in the warrant, so we 
are in arrears so far as school phy- 
sician is concerned. There is a mat- 
tre of $500 which we have got to pay 
this year which further increases our 
outlay.” 


Judge CANN: “In the matter of 
contracts, had not the matter been 
presented to the Board of Selectmen 
when they took it? If the Selectmen, 
in other words, were not aware that 
the School Committee would be in- 
debted.” 

Mr. STONE: “There has been no 
conference between the School Com- 
mittee and the Board of Selectmen.” 

Judge CANN: “That is just the 
point I want to make, that they go 
ahead without constlting anybody. 
What I want is that things should 


ner; I want to hear from the select- 
men regarding their recommendation 
of $32,000 for the year 1999,” 

Mr. COLE: “In closing this de- 
bate there are a few things that 
should be said. This is the first time 
for many months, as many of you 
well know, that I have listened to 
the admonitions of my, pastor. I 
was thinking seriously of going to 
church, but if he is going to teach 
such heresy as he has this afternoon, 
I shall be obliged to reconsider my 
decision. I have been most interest- 
ed in figuring out the men who have 
spoken, and I find that only four of 
them have any children in the schools, 
and _I presume the others are the 
only ones whose opinion is to have 
weight with my friends who approve 
all the. present increase in our school 
system; or will my, good pastor re- 
pudiate some of those who agree 
with him because they have no chil- 
dren? I notice also that the School 
Committee have 16 children. divided 
among nine of them. Well, I have 
four, and I think my average is fair- 
ly good, with my youngest seven 
years old, and still inj the second 
or third grade. “¢@ 

My good young legal friend who 
answers me about the kindergarten 
isn’t aware that I made the original 
motion to have it adopted in the 
town of Andover. He doesn’t realize 
that I still approve of it, but I do 
believe that it is possible to get the 
benefits of the kindergarten system 
at less expense than the town is‘now 
under, I know that there are fewer 
children attending now, and I know 
that in Ballard Vale there are many 
less than when it was installed. I[ 
know that it would be possible be- 
cause it is done in other towns, and 
there is not the least question that 
‘it is possible to teach kindergarten 
methods in the first grade without 
a special teacher. I am glad that my 
friend from Ballardvale calls _at- 
tention to the tax rate. Never in 
the history of the country has there 
been such a need to take account 
of the trend toward extravagance as 
at-the-present time. Not only town, 
but State and Nation are rushing 
into expenditures that promise a 
whirlwind of bankruptcy unless 
checked. It is time for us to call a 
halt and -to no class is the problem 
so serious as to the poll tax payer. 
Ten years ago every laborer at $2.00 
a day contributed directly and in- 
directly 20 per cent to the tax levy 
and today he contributes more than 
double that amount. The figures 
upon the schools that I have quoted 
to you are officially published, and 
the comparisons are based upon 
towns like Andover. We don’t want, 
to approach this in any passion, and 
I am fot going to urge it upon you 
in a spirit other than that of the 
public good. We all have the in- 
terests of our schools at heart and 
our town has been and it ever will 
be a generous supporter of them. | 
am going to make three motions 
and then leave it to you. I want the 
kindergarten continued. I want man- 
ual training abolished. I want phy- 
sical culture abolished. I want cook- 
ing and sewing abolished, and with 
these motions to come as_ supple- 
mentary motions I hope that the 
motion as amended will be carried, 
and that $32,000 will be appropriated. 

Rev. W. E. LOMBARD: “I am 
new to Andover, but there have been 
some queries in my mind, and I find 
myself very much in favor of some 
things on both sides as I have listen- 
ed here this afternoon. , There have 
been some exchanges of personalities, 
which I regret, because I thought 
Andover was above that sort of thing. 
I see that we may save if we cut 
the School Committee total the big 
sum of $1500. $1500 on a valuation 
of $6,000,000. It makes some 2-1000 
of a dollar in our taxes. Now we 
have spent nearly an hour and a half 
discusing this recommendation, and 
I want to know if we are going to 
proceed to atack every recommenda- 
tion that is made, in this same vigor- 
ous fashion, and what it will accom- 
plish when it is all over. I want to 
know this in order that I may know 
how to vote. Our economy, it seems 
to me, should be properly placed. 
I am very glad that Andover is such 
a town as it is. Its tax rate isn't 
double the average. 

Mr. COLE: “It is very evident that 
our friend has missed the point o! 
this discussion, and that he is very 
new in town affairs. 25 cents 1- 
crease on the assessment means $17.25 
on the thousand for every man who 
pays taxes. It means that this year 
and more next, and no one knows 
the end unless we stop and mark 
time. It is a lot of those various 
frills that are not contributing to 
any good, but are taking up a lot 
of time in our schools that might be 
better applied, and this is of even 
greater importance than the saving 
of money. 

Motion for $32,000 carried. 

Mr. COLE: “I move that it is the 
sense of this meeting that the School 
Committee shall cease to employ 4 
special teacher for physical training 
after the close of the present school 
year in June.”—Voted. 

Mr. COLE: “I move that it is the 
sense of this meeting that the School 
Committee shall not employ a spec! 
teacher for manual training after the 
close of the present school year !" 
June.”—Voted. 

Mr. COLE: “I move that it is the 
sense of this meeting that after the 
close of the present school year '" 
June, the School Committee shal 
cease to employ a special teacher 
for cooking and sewing.”—Voted. 

Judge CANN: “In order to expedite 
matters, I move that the list of rec 
ommendations made by the Selectmen 
be taken up under a blanket motion", 
and approved. 

Mr. COLE: “I shall be obliged t° 
ask that these matters be taken UP 
separately.” 

Mr. STONE: “I.move that we 2? 
propriate $3500 for schoolhouses. 

Judge CANN: “I move that we 
make it $3000.” Motion seconded.

ley school in repair. Those grounds 
are in wretched condition and have 
long needed attention and call for 
this extra $500,” 

Mr. COLE: “May I ask if there 
are any other special calls for money 
for the care of the schoolhouses?” 

Mr. STONE; “I shall leave the 
answer of your question to the Chair- 
man of the Finance Committee.” 


Mr. COLE: “The School Com- 
mitte used to be the ones who knew 
those things. May I again ask if 
there are any particular needs that 
have not been specified?” 

Mr. STONE: “There are some im- 
provements in the way of painting.” 

Mr. COLE: “In 1899, 1900, and 
1901, special work was done by the 
School Committee within the fol- 
lowing appropriations. $2499 in ’99, 
$2250 in 1900, and in 1901, $2000 cared 
for all the. school buildings; 1903, 
$1699, 1903, $1999, and in 1904, $2300, 
1905, 2517, 1906, $4600, and in 1907, 
$4775, and in 1908 $5176. I am tempt- 
ed to move that we amend this ap- 
propriation to $2000 but I would not 
wish to appear too critical but I do 
however sincerely hope that we shall 
not appropriate $3500 and pave the 
way for $4000 next year.” 

Mr. STONE: “Here are some of 
the items that are absolutely necess- 
ary. At the Punchard School, re- 
pairing and painting the roof on the 
porch, and it will be necessary to 
plant some shrubs. Some work will 
have to be done at the John Dove 
and Bradlee Schools, and we ought 
to have a new play ground in the 
rear of the Indian Ridge School, and 
a new sanitary at Osgood District. 
Then there are adjustable desks, 
blackboards, etc., all amounting to 
$3500. This amount is absolutely 
necessary.” 

Dr. TORREY: “The gentleman’s 
daughter sits directly under a spot 
in the Stowe School where the plas- 
tering is coming: off... 1-know. that the 
town does not wish to be responsible 
for any accidents of this kind.” If 
we repair it; I have an estimate that 
it will cost nearly $300. Ballardvale 
wants a proper approach to the 
school. We were promised this some 
two or three years ago. $500 is a 
proper estimate of the sum’ needed 
to do the work there.” 


M. F. D’ARCY: “There have been 
instances where the amounts rep- 
resented for repairs have been ser- 
iously increased, For instance it was 
represented to us what it would cost 
to repair a certain building, but when 
we came to investigate, we made up 
our minds that the amount had been 
nearly doubled.” 

J. F. WHEATLEY: “‘T believe that 
a few statements should be made rel- 
ative to Ballardvale. There is in] 
Ballardvale a stone wall facing the 
school approach, which I pass every | 
day, and it is in such a state that it 
is a crime and shame to say that the 
Town of Andover owns it. The ston 
wall was built in 1899. It is an out- 
rage that this town should have to 
suffer the sad appearance that is 
down there today. And the so-called 
lawn in front of the school. I believe 
there was an appropriatoin passed to 
fix the lawn in Ballardvale. Now, 
gentlemen, we wonder what you are 
going to do about it. It is not 
only an eyesore, but a disgrace to 
the town. If a camel should be im- 
ported from the Sahara desert, he 
would starve for all the feed he could 
get from the grass on that ‘lawn.’” 

MODERATOR: “The motion be- 
fore the house is that the appropri- 
ation of $3500 be reduced to $3000.” 


Wm. SHAW: “Ballardvale usually 
comes to the front in a matter of 
this kind. -I think we object to be- 
ing made the scapegoats in this mat- 
ter. Ballardvale has been heard of 
in connection with more appropri- 
ations than any other section. Any- 
time, Candidate Cole, or anyone else 
was running for office, Ballardvale 
was promised her appropriation sure- 
ly, and when Ballardvale goes ahead 
and votes solidly and gains the day, 
then they go ahead and forget it, 
and someone else swipes the money, 
and we don’t get our appropriation 
after all. I want at this time to bring 
up another matter, it is the matter 
of transferring money from one de- 
partment to another against which I 
am going to protest. It is taking 
money under false pretences, I am 
going to move that the treasurer be 
instructed to bring a 5 years com- 
parative report showing the standing 
of the different departments and I 
have other motions which I wish to 
present andsas I must leave soon I 
wish to present them now.” (Mr. 
Shaw’s motions were afterward adopt- 
ed under Article 19.) 

“Another thing, we never know 
how many back bills there are at the 
end of the year. We never know 
how many charges are held back un- 
til after the roth of January. It isn’t 
a square deal, if a department doesn’t 
know how many back bills there are 
to pay before we start on a new year, 
how do we citizens know where we 
stand? 

“I move that we make the appro- 

priation for schools $3000, $500 of 
which must be spent to get Ballard- 
vale forever out of the question.” 
- Mr. COLE: “I think Mr. Shaw’s 
motions are in splendid form and are 
very timely and necessary, but I 
think there is an article under which 
they should properly come, and I am 
going to ask the gentleman if he 
would not be willing that they should 
go over to the proper article for con- 
sideration, and also if when they are 
considered if he is willing to have 
the auditors do the work which he 
puts upon the treasurer.” 

Mr. SHAW: “Perfectly willing to 
accept the suggestion.” 

Motion of $3000 carried, with $500 
of that sum for Ballardvale.

Highways and Macadam 
Mr. COLE: “May I ask the Select 


men if it is compulsory by law that 
the Street Railway iD sanblan Tax 
shall be expended by the Highway 
Department on those streets on which 
the railway: runs?” 

Selectman EAMES: “I think that 

it is but few towns do it.” 
_ Mr. COLE: “May I ask if there 
is any way in which this money may 
be diverted to any other use in the 
town?” 

Mr. EAMES: “I don’t know of any 
way.” 

Mr. COLE: “I think there isn’t the 
least question but that we have been 
using this money for years contrary 
to the intent of the law. A strict 
interpretation ‘of the law makes it 
compulsory that this money should 
be expended on the streets on which 
the railway tracks are laid. I don’t 
think that we have spent $1 out of 
$10 in that way in the last ten years. 
I don’t think we ought to continue 
this appropriation as large as we 
have been’ making it. We spent an 
enormous sum last year as already 
told about in the Townsman. The 
figures there were quoted accurately, 
and they were prepared by one who 
had no connection with anybody in 
the Townsman office. I think it 
is time to pull in on this expenditure 
and I am going to make a motion 
for $3000, together with those var- 
ious sums properly belonging to the 
Highway department,.”—$3000 was 
voted, 

Mr. SHAW: “I “would like to ask 
a special favor for Ballardvale. I 
move. that we take up the matter of 


Park Commission now, without wait- 


ing to come to it in regular order.” 
MODERATOR: “I think it would 
be better if we took things in regular 
order, not mixing them up.” 
The motion was carried by standing 
vote to take up Park Commission. 
Mr. SHAW: “The appropriation 
asked for by the Park Commission 
is $1000. -I presume the gentleman 
is--not-opposed_ to taking a -dose_of 
his own medicine, and I move that 
the appropriation be cut to $900. It 
is said in the report that that will 
be sufficient to finish the work on the 
Richardson field. I move that $200 
a a sum be spent on Ballardvale 
ark,” 


Mr. COLE: “As Chairman of the 
Park Commission, I am most ready 
to take my own medicine, and I was 
going to recommend that the appro- 
priations for the Park. Commission 
this year be $750. I do not agree 
with the gentleman from Ballardvale 
that the matter of the Ballardvale 
Park should be taken up this year. I 
don’t think that it would be morally 
right, when right here in our own 
centre of the town we have raised 
by private subscription, over $2000, 
and not a dollar of the town’s money 
has gone in it, for a ball field, and 
there are five boys wanting to use 
it to one who wants to use the other. 
I have put $300 of my own money 
into it, and I wish I had more to 
ut in, but that’s all I can afford, as 

spent my money in’ other foolish 
ways. I would like to see Ballardvale 
have its park, but I don’t think it 
should be considered this year.” 


Mr. SHAW: “I want to be fair in 


the matter. We have got a little field 


in Ballardvale, and if we don’t get 
our appropriation this year, you are 
simply putting us off, and you will 
hear from us again. I accept the 
amendment of $750 for the Park Com- 
mission and withdraw my sugges- 
tion.” 
Voted to appropriate $750 for Park 
Commission. 
Removal of Snow 
$600 was voted. 
Horses and Drivers 
Selectmen recommended 
Finance Committee, $5,000. 
Mr. COLE: “I don’t want to take 
up all the time of this meeting, but 
I would like to ask the Selectmen 
to state who has charge of the 
Horses and. Drivers?” 
Mr. EAMES: “The Selectmen do.” 


Mr. COLE: “May I ask further if 
the system of accounting is correct 
wherein it fails to provide a charge 
on the part of the Horses and Drivers 
to the particular work which they do. 
For example, if they go out to ma- 
cadamize a part of a street, I think 
the expense should be charged’ to 
that street. I believe it is very im- 
portant in fixing what it costs to 
build a particular street as well as 
what is earned by the horses and 
drivers. We all charge the expense 
of these town charges to the high- 
way department, but there is no way 
to tell just what the expense prop- 
erly is for each department that they 
serve. You will say it’s fair this 
year, if it was last, but it isn’t, it’s 
fooling us, and it is time that some- 
thing should be done to correct the 
misrepresentation. 


Mr. EAMES: Everyone’ knows 
that the cost of keeping horses has 
increased. Everyone knows that the 
fire horses have passed their days 
of.usefulness as fire horses. With a 
fire department, second to none in 
the State, we feel that it is unfair to 
have its apparatus crippled by not 
having adequate means respond 
to a fire. These horses are about 
ready to drop if they were urged, and 
we feel that $5200 is the least sum 
with which we could replace them, 
and keep up their maintenance. 

BARNETT ROGERS: “As a mem- 
ber of the Finance Committee, I 
would state that our reason for put- 
ting the sum at $5000 was that the 
sale of the horses would bring $300.” 

Mr. EAMES: “Last year the ex- 
penditures amounted to $4798; the 
average for the past 5 years! was 
$4747, and with the increase in cost 
of kéeping horses, we do not feel 
that $5000 would cover it, and I 
don’t want to see the department 
overdrawn,” 


Mr. D’ARCY: “There has been a 
good deal of stress laid upon the 
question of the advance in the price 
of hay and grain. At the most it 


$5250, 


will not be more than $25 or $30 a 
horse over what it was last year. 
The facts are these, when the Finance 
Committee considered the question of 
horses and drivers, and the Chairman 
gave it as his opinion that we needed 
new fire horses, we thought the old 
ones could be sold for $300. We 
didn’t intend to cripple the Fire De- 
partment. Instead of appropriatin 
$5200, I believe that $5000 is enoug’ 
and with that sum we shall have at 
least $700 to get new horses. As 
economy seems to be in the air, I 
believe that $5000 is a liberal appro- 
priation.”—$5000 was appropriated.

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The Town Meeting 


The town meeting discussion will 
rank in many respects as one of the 
most interesting and important for 
many years. Not so much because 
of the actual dollars and cents saved, 
although the sum represents a dollar 
on a thousand of valuation. Not so 
much on account of the gefierous in- 
terest which so many more people 
than usual took in the discussion, but 
because it shows that there is still 
behind the town meeting the right 
kind of public sentiment to control 
affairs. Because it shows that there 
is underlying the whole principle of 
local government, an ability on the 
part of the people to think for them- 
selves and do for themselves when 
the call is sounded. “ Hes 

As for the meeting in detail, there 
were many interesting phases. The 
spirit of economy was in control, and 
it was high time that it should be, 
but it did not succeed without prov- 
ing its case, and showing reason why 
retrenchments should be made, nor 
did it succeed when those reasons 
were wanting. Our rising young at- 
torney in his kindergarten speech, 
presented a most interesting essay 
upon the discovery and development 
of the kindergarten, but it wasn’t the 
kind of material for which the people 
were looking, upon which -to..base 
their votes and to appropriate. their 
money. One could not help, never- 
theless, wishing for the same sort 
of direct presentation of the case as 
this in the other matters in which 
he was involved rather than to have 
the position taken which he took 
when he boldly proclaimed as he did 
afterwards that he was in the town 
meeting as an attorney for certain 
petitioners. No better contrast could 
be had to show the proper working 
of the town meeting idea than to 
compare this position with that 
which was afforded in the attitude of 
Mr. Clark, the petitioner from Frye 
Village. He had no claims to being 
an orator, but by the very simple 
presentation of his case had no dif- 
ficulty in winning support for a just 
cause, and in securing such appro- 
priation as was necessary to carry 
out his needs. Mr. Shaw’s sugges- 
tions for a change in some of the ac- 
counting methods were excellent, and 
it is good to have them put into 
force. While the meeting was ani- 
mated and the discussion very vigo- 
rous, it is doubtful if there is left 
anything but the best of feeling on 
the part of those who took part in it. 

The town “found itself” as it has 


not for many years, and those offi- {' 


cials who suffered criticism, can do 
no better part in helping the progress 
of the town than to cheerfully abide 
by the judgment of the meeting, and 
bend their wishes to the call of an 
assembly so representative and dis- 
cerning as that which was gathered 
together last Monday. 


Editorial Cinders 


At last, we have,a definite square- 
toed answer to the question of who 
has charge of the Horses and Drivers. 
In public discussion Selectman Eames 
has said in answer to that question 
that “the Selectman do.” Now, if 
they do have charge of them, let us 
hear less of comment as to the fric- 
tion between various departments 
and drivers. If they have charge of 
the horses and drivers, it is their 
plain duty to see that they work 
where they are sent, and when they 
are told, and do‘as efficient service 
as any other teams that may be hired. 
We don’t know that they fail to do 
this, but there has been a great deal 
of loose talk and suggestion as to 
what they have done in the past, 
and now it will be up to somebody 
to stop the talk or notify the respon- 
sible parties.

out, we can guarantee the 2 per cent. 
My petitioners have figured it out 
and consequently I would like to have 
it go before the town.” 

_ Mr. WRIGHT: “I am very much 
in favor of everyone getting water, 
for sanitary and other reasons, but 
I can’t see any reason why this can’t 
be taken up by the Board of Public 
Works, and so save the necessity of 
having a long argument.” 

Mr. R’ARCY: “I. want to say a 
word about Art. 11, I know the 
Piece of street will pay more than 
2 per cent, it will pay 3 per cent. 
There isn’t any. matter that is more 
important than these matters. We 
have held back the building of three 
good houses, just because water has 
not been extended to us. On this 
Piece of street, it is represented by 
eight houses, and there is no earthly 
reason why it wasn’t done last year.” 

Mr. BURNS: “As an amendment 
to Mr. Wright, I move that each ar- 
ticle be taken up. separately.” 

Judge CANN: “I hope the Board 
of Public Works will find that it will 
pay 2 per cent on the cost of con- 
struction for all these requests, but 

don’t see any reason why they 
can’t be turned over to them.” 

Mr. D’ARCY: “That is just the 
very condition in which it was left 
last year.” 

Article 11th—To see if the Town 
will vote to extend the water system 
from the house of H. W. Whipple 
down Main street to Orchard street 
and up Orchard street to Michael F.

Mr. BURNS: “Of my petitioners 
Mr, Dalton has 20 head of cattle, Mr. 
Bingham eight or 10, Mr. Stone 12, 
Mr. Stevens, 26. The question seems 
to be whether we are going to pay 
2 per cent. My petitioners think and 
believe that they will be able to pay 
2 per cent. At present the cattle have 
to drink muddy water. Now if this 
is going to be indefinitely postponed 
wé \will be in the same position as 
last year. I am going to ask Mr: 
Smith for the exact figures and I 
want to know if you include the ‘cost 
of public dump and Carmel Woods, 
and if it does not, will you submit 
your figures, that is, I want figures 
with the town land included and also 
without.” ; 

Mr. SMITH: “The cost of ‘con- 
struction covers the work for r7oo 
feet, on that basis the incomie received 


. would be 1 8-10 per cent, excluding 


the town’s Jand the cost will be much 
less and the income will be quite a 
little over 2 per cent. If we shall 
plan for bringing water from Haver- 
hill street, it can be brought down 
to 2 per cent.” 

Mr. BURNS: “Then if the distance 
which is public land is excluded, we 
are willing to submit to Board of 
Public Works.” 


Mr, COLE: “Will the attorney for 
the petitioners not be willing to sub- 
mit to Board of Public Works, if 
they decide to come from Haverhill 
street up?” 

Mr. BURNS: “If we can get it the 
other way and have excluded the cost 
of construction on both sides, we pre- 
fer that.” 


Mr. SMITH: “In running from 
either High street or Haverhill 
street, the distance in between be- 


comes non productive, but so slight 
as to make it best to hold a circuit 
rather than to have two dead ends, 
and it seems to me that it will be 
best to allow the Board of Public 
Works to continue that and make 
a circuit.” 


Mr. BURNS: “Mr. Smith's sugges- 
tion is agreeable to me, and I should 
like same considered by the Board 
of Public Works.” 

Mr. COLE: “I hardly think Mr. 
Burns will find that he has secured 
what he is after. I think it will be 
essential to state that so much of the 
expense as is incurred by carrying 
the pipe along by public land should 
be borne by the town.” 

Mr. BURNS: “That is what I orig- 
inally intended to say.” 

Mr. CLARK: “About that dead 
end, I happen to be in the last piece 
of property on the street. What I 
want to know is if it is ever drained 
off, or do I get all the slush that 
comes to the end of the line on Ha- 
verhill street?” 

Article 14th—To see if the Town 
will grant permission to the West 
Parish in Andover, to use for ceme- 
tery purposes, the following described 
land, to wit: A parcel of land situated 
in the West Parish in said Andover, 
bounded and described as follows; 
on the north by Lowell street and the 
Old Cemetery in the said West Par- 
ish in Andover, and by Shawsheen 
road; on the east by Reservation 
road, and on the south and south- 
west by Cutler road, on petition of 
Granville K. Cutler and others. 

This was approved by S. H. Bout- 
well and voted. 

Article 15th—To see if the Town 
will grant permission to the United 
Syrian Society Cemetery Corpora- 
tion” to use for cemetery purposes 
the following described land to wit: 
A parcel of land situated in the north- 
erly part of the Town of Andover 
bounded and described as follows: 
westerly by Corbett street, about 250 
feet, southerly by land now or late 
of Curran & Joyce, about 250 feet; 
easterly by land of Skeirik, formerly 
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of Stevens. 250 feet; northerly by 


land of Skeirik, about 250 feet, on‘ 


petition of the United Syrian Society 
Cemetery Corporation. 

After some querying as to the pe- 
tition and the exact conditions sur- 
rounding the petition it was voted 
to grant unanimous consent to the 
attorney for the petition to explain 
the situation and City  Soliciter 
Chandler of Lawrence was recog- 
nized. 

“Mr. CHANDLER: “Mr. Moderator 
and Gentlemen: In reply to the quest 
for information I would say that the 
request of the society applies only 
to a strip 250 feet square. It is so 
close to the Lawrence line that it 
was thought at first it was in Law- 
rence, but closer examination showed 
it was within the territorial bounds 
of Andover. Now the amount of 
damage that would be done to prop- 
erty is very slight, almost imaginary, 
for the reason that they are a quiet 
people anyway, and the whole idea 
is to have a place which will be non- 
sectarian burying-ground. They do 
not all live in Lawrence, some live 
in Andover, and some in other places. 
One of the members of the society 
already owns the rest of the land, 
having purchased it from Mr, Stevens. 
He sold the 5 or 7 acres for burying 
purposes to the society. There is 
no injury going to be done, and al- 
ready there is a French cemetery 
near there, composed of associates 
from Andover and Lawrence. It 
wouldn’t affect the water rates, and 
it is only 250 feet square, and these 
people are as much of Andover as 
any other section.” 

Voted to grant petition. 

Article 16th—To see if the Town 
will vote to erect and maintain four 
electric lights on Lincoln street at 
such places as will best light said 
street, on petition of William W. 
Eaton and others. 

Referred to the Lighting Com- 
mittee. 

Article 17th—To see if the Town 
will vote to erect and maintain an 
electric light at the junction of High 
street and Burnham road, on petition 
of H. Sumner Wright and others. 
-Referred_to..the Lighting. Com- 
mittee. 

Article 18th—To see if the Town 
will vote to instruct the Board of 
Public Works to lay a sewer from 
the corner of Main and Lewis streets, 
through Lewis street to the corner 
of Buxton Court and through Bux- 
ton Court to the sewer now in use 
on Railroad street, on petition of Ira 
Buxton and others. 

Mr. BURNS: “A gentleman has 
come to me who proposes building 
two houses, and they want sewer put 
in. |The conditions are becoming un- 
sanitary, and I want the measure re- 
ferred. to the proper department.” 

Judge CANN: “I move that it be 
referred to the Board of Public 
Works.” 

Mr. SMITH: “The matter cannot 
be ‘referred to the Board of Public 
Works. It is not a part of the sys- 
tem adopted by the town, and being 
a yin street, the town has no con- 
trol over it so far as sewers are con- 


cerned. 
Mr. BURNS: “I have been called 


‘intd this case at the 11th hour, but 


in. regard to this would say that the 
houses are very close together; the 
neighborhood is being very rapidly 
built up, and they want the sewer.” 

Judge CANN: “I don’t see why the 
voters can’t refer the matter to one 
of the Boards for action to.be taken. 
It seems to be a case that isn’t very 
clear. I want to refer it to the Board 
of -Public Works for information.” 

Mr. WRIGHT: “I should like to 
ask the Superintendent how much 
work would be called for in Buxton 
Court.” 

Mr. SMITH: “827 feet of sewer, 
5 manholes, 500 feet on private prop- 
erty, and at a cost of about $1100.” 

Mr. WRIGHT: “I don’t think that 
any house ought to be without sewer 
connections, more especially when 
people want it. It is for the town’s 
best interests, and $1100 should be 
appropriated.” 

Mr. COLE: “May I ask the Super- 
intendent of Public Works if there 
are any bonds now issued, which 
would be available to cover this 
cost?” 

Mr. SMITH: “We have no money 
available for this. We have a call 
now where a sewer is already ac- 
cepted. An appropriation of $1600 
would be needed, $500 of which will 
be returned later on.” 

Mr. COLE: “May I ask how such 
an appropriation would stand in 
relation to its charge upon the town, 
and if it would be better to make a 
small bond issue so that all sewer 
costs would be on the same basis.” 

Mr. SMITH: “It would be well to 
make a bond issue, rather than a di- 
rect tax.” 


Mr. ROGERS: “I recommend that 
this be laid on the table for 15 min- 
utes so that the proper motion»may 
be drawn up.” Voted. 

Article 19th.—To act upon the re- 
port of the Town Officers. 

Mr. COLE: “I would move that 
the motions as prepared by Mr. Shaw 
and presented to the Town Clerk be 
presented, only that I should like to 
substitute “Auditors of Accounts” 
where he used “Town Treasurer.” 

W. H. COLEMAN: “I am_per- 
fectly willing as one of the auditors 
to comply with the motions, but in 
order to get at the true standing of 
accounts, we must make some 
changes. We report no unpaid bills, 
when as a matter of fact, there are 
a good many unpaid bills. How are 
we going to know unless we adopt 
some system, and if it is in order, I 
want to move that the selectmen pro- 
vide for the different departments of 
the town, a book with an order and 
stub, and that no goods be bought 
or orders given unles they are enter- 
ed upon this stub, so that we can 
know where we are at.”

Voted, That the Board of Public Works 
be instructed to lay a sewer on Lewis 
street and Buxton Court connecting with 
sewer on Railroad street, crossing land 
of Hardy & Cole and the Boston & Maine 
R. R., as shown on plan by John E. Smith 
dated Feb, 24th, 1909 and that said sewer 
be accepted as a part of the sewer sys- 
tem as accepted by the Town of Andover 
heretofore. The estates benefited by said 
sewer to be in accordance with 
the plan of assessment adopted by the 
Board of Public Works, Feb, 5th, 1900.

ALPHEUS BODWELL DIED IN 
MANCHESTER, N. H.

ter, N. H. The Boston Globe con- 
tains the following account of his 
death: ‘ 

Manchester, N. H., Feb. 28—Alphe- 
us Bodwell, a pioneer in the business 
life of Manchester, a prominent man 
of affairs, ex-member of the city gov- 
ernment and the legislature, died at 
his residence, 338 Hanover street, 
shortly before midnight, aged 89 
years. He had been in usual health 
up to two weeks ago and his death 
was due to a decline caused by his 
advanced age. 

Mr. Bodwell was born in Methuen, 
Mass., Dec. 14, 1819. While a young 
man he purchased a section of land 
in Lawrence and the great Pacific 
posporation at present occupies the 
ot. 

In 1853 he removed to the city pro- 
per and was employed by Boyd & 
Cary and then by Samuel Brooks. In 
1859 he formed the partnership with 
E. J. Johnson in the wood and coal 
business and a year after struck out 
for himself. 

Mr. Bodwell always retained the 
money paid him for the first ton of 
coal which he sold. It is in silver 
script and a bank bill on a Fort 
Wayne, Ind., bank. In politics he 
was a republican and voted for every 
candidate for mayor from 1846 to 
the present time. He represented 
ward 8 in the legislature in 1859-60 
and ward 4 in 1887, and also served 
in the common council. His wife 
died ten years ago. He is survived 
by four sons and two daughters, Hon. 
Loring B. Bodwell, Frank S., Charles 
H., Miss Emma Bodwell and Mrs, 
John A. Ballou of this city and Dr. 
Fred L. Bodwell of Dover. He was 
a member of Washington lodge of 
masons.

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THE BOSTON SHOW 


Probably W. Somerset Maugham 
called the comedy of manners that 
Ethel Barrymore gave Boston its first 
taste of at the Hollis Monday night 
“Lady Frederick” because he couldn’t 
make a choice of all the other titles 
that must have occurred to him. He 
might have called it “Money Makes 
the Mare go,” or “The Old Way of 
Paying New Debts,” or “Lady Fred- 
erick’s Loves,” or “The Rewards of 
Sacrifice,” or a dozen other things, 
but by any name this new play would 
be very popular and very entertaining. 
Mr. Maufan of Muffin, or whatever 
he calls himself, is the new literary 
star in the theatrical sky. Earlier 
this season John Drew brought his 
amusing and effective “Jack Straw” 
to the Hollis. “Jack Straw” was 
good, but “Lady Frederick” is bet- 
ter. The herojne is a young Irish 
widow—and, as Mr. Herford has re- 
minded us, a little widow is.a danger- 
ous thing—who is head over heels in 
debt, and who can marry young Lord 
Mereston and his 50,000 a year any 
time she says the word, ut that 
isn’t Lady Frederick’s style. She 
likes to play the game in grand style. 
She has a packet of letters written by 
Lord Mereston’s father to one of the 
Folies Bergere girls that would si- 
lence Lady Mereston’s sharp tongue 
forever; but she doesn’t care to hurt 
the callow lord’s mother in that way. 
Instead, she lets his unsophisticated 
lordship propose to her, and then she 
proceeds to disillusionize him by rat- 
ting her hair and painting her cheeks 
and generally.showing him the seamy 
side of feminine beauty. The ros4line 
that he had mistaken for youth’s dear 
bloom helped to cure him of his in- 
fatuation. But his uncle is no such 
yearling and mollycoddle. He sees 
nothing but the heroic Lady Fred- 
erick—the woman fighting the world 
alone. He is a pretty ripe specimen 
of the man of -the~ world -himself— 
hair that costs’ ten guineas’ a switch 
can’t feaze him. So in the end Lady 
Frederick has no scruples about let- 
ting him settle her debts and take 
her for better or for worse. The py 
and the leading role are the best Miss 
Barrymore has been seen in for sev- 
eral seasons. “Lady Frederick” 
twinkles. with bright lines. Mr. Mau- 
gham is a brilliant observer of Brit- 
ish society, suggesting now George 
Bernard Shaw and again Henry James 
and still Arthur Pinero. Like Miss 
Barrymore herself, he is happiest in 
the neat comedy scenes. Thus the 
climax of entertainment came Mon- 
day night at the beginning of the 
last act, when Lady Frederick, look- 
ing about as attractive as a shop win- 
dow dummy before dressing, sits 
herself down to “touch up” a bit in 
the presence of the devoted but dumb- 
foundered Lord Mereston. The 
scene in which Lady Frederick burns 
the letters and spares the memory 
of the lately deceased head of the 
Broad Church Union—and sacrifices 
herself for the time being—seemed 
comparatively ineffective; and cer- 
tainly in that scene Miss Barrymore 
showed how little she could rise to 
a strongly emotional situation and 
how thickly she can speak when she 
is called upon to show some vivacity. 
Bruce McRae, as Paradine Fouldes, 
the polished rolling stone, sentimental 
cynic, impressionable bachelor, and 
uncle of the sophomoric Lord Meres- 
ton, was graceful and spirited and 
otherwise admirable. Jessie Millward 
played the part of Lard Mereston 
with her ever present skill and 
authority. Arthur Elliot played a 
conventional admiral with conven- 
tional blustriness. There. are a 
baker’s dozen of characters altogether 
but the best of them are Lady Fred- 
erick and Mr. Paradine Fouldes. 
They have so much brightness and 
humanity between them that they 
could hardly suffer much even if they 
had less competent impersonators 
than Miss Barrymore and Mr. Mc- 
Rae. It is almost unnecessary to add | 
that the large audience ws much 
amused by the comedy and stimulated 
by the wit of Lady Frederick.
